To Speak at Meeting of League of 
Women Voters 


At the next meeting of the Andover League 
of Women Voters to be held on Tuesday, 
January 8, at 3.15 p. m., at the Phelps 
House, Miss Harriet Whittier will speak 
on “Some Aspects of World Friendship”. 

Miss Whittier is a Milton woman. She is 
keenly interested not only along peace lines, 
but in educational matters. She has a 
thorough musical education, having studied 
in Paris. Miss Whittier’s activity in general 
educational matters is such that she has 
been an elected member of the Milton 
School Committee for several years. She is 
at present a member of the committee, and 
in that capacity is doing distinct and valu- 
able work for the pupils. 

Miss Whittier’s natural interest in the 
peace movement was largely strengthened 
by her eighteen months of war work in 
France and in American hospitals. She was 
at the front during the last offensive of the 
World War, and did a great deal of refugee 
work. 

For two years she has attended the full 
sessions of the Institute of Politics at William- 
town. She has also attended the Geneva 
Institute of International Relations, and 
the September meetings of the Assembly 
of the League of Nations for three years. 
She was in Geneva last September, staying 
with Mrs, Frank Day Tuttle, of the National 
League of Nations Non-Partisan Associa- 
tion. Miss Whittier speaks under the auspices 
of the Massachusetts Branch of this Asso- 
ciation, located at 40 Mt. Vernon street, 
Boston.

New construction in Andover during the 
past twelve months has been varied, the 
twenty types of buildings ranging from a 
library to a swan house. The most con- 
spicuous building projects have been under- 
taken by Phillips academ including the 
Oliver Wendell Holmes library, the Paul 
Revere domitory, and a new d ning hall. A 
fraternity house for the A. G. C. society on 
Salem street is also in process of construction. 


Twenty-four dwellings have been con- 
structed which is an increase of five over last 
year. There have been only twenty-five 
new garages as compared with forty last 
year, although eleven of the number are 
designed for two cars. The number of And- 
over’s roadside stands has been increased 
te only three, the number of service and 
filling stations by three. The number of hen 
houses is twenty, a happy medium between 
the thirteen of 1926 and the thirty-one of 
1927. A cow barn, three other barns, a rabbit 
house, and a swan house indicate a continued 
interest in live stock. 

New construction for 1928 may be sum- 
marized as follows: Dwellings, 24; garages, 
25; hen houses, 20; barns, 3; roadside stands, 
3; service and filling stations, 3; tool houses, 
2; shed, 1; tower and platform, 1; library, 1; 
dormitory, 1; coal shed, 1; hay shed 1; 
camp, 1; cow barn, 1; hot house, 1; rabbit 
house, 1; swan house, 1; dining hall, 1; 
society house, 1, 

Alterations and additions of more than 
usual importance are the changes at the 
boiler house at Phillips academy and the 
repairs at the Town house.

If the kitchen became too crowded, 
of course father could go dowh cellar and 
lean against the coal bin, inhaling alternately 
the soothing smoke of his favorite pipe and 
the irritating dust of coal and ashes from the 
furnace. But he didn’t go down cellar unless 
he had to. 2 

But times have changed. Nowadays, 
father can be found in the cellar even when 
his favorite parlor chair is unoccupied. The 
cellar is chosen his spot—and not necessarily 
because of hidden Spiritus Frumenti, either. 

Where once the dusty coal bin took up 
half the cellar space, there now nestles a 
cozy “den,” carpeted and furnished with 
Dad’s favorite lounging and smoking equip- 
ment. An extension loud speaker furnishes 
him with radio entertainment, and he can 
lean back, put his feet on the table and smoke 
his strongest pipe without fear of incurring 
the displeasure of the powers up-stairs. _ 

The automatic oil burner has eliminated 
the coal bin, making room for the “den” 
that father has always wanted. Since the 
fuel storage tank is buried in the back yard, 
there is no more idle space below stairs. 
And what’s more, the cellar is now clean, 
for with oil heat there is no dust, dirt or 
smoke, The old ash cans have been thrown 
away, for oil makes no ashes. Daughter, 
who now has the run of the house—with 
reservations—is busy plotting to get father 
upstairs again so she can have the new “den” 
for her next bridge party. 


‘Inside’ Information 


Candlewax stains are often ound on 
garments worn during holiday festivities. 
They usually consist of paraffin colored 
with pigment or dye. Much of this material 
may be acraned away. If the wax has pene- 
trated the fiber most of it may be removed 
by placing clean blotting paper over and 
under the spot and passing a warm iron 
over it. A grease solvent such as carbon 
tetrachloride, chloroform, gasoline, and 
others, may be needed to take out the last 
traces of wax. If dye remains on the fiber 
the spot may be sponged with wood alcohol. 

Combinations of different vegetables lend 
variety to the daily bill of fare. The classic 
example of a vegetable mixture is of course 
succotash—corn and lima beans. Corn with 
tomatoes; corn with tomatoes and string 
beans; corn with tomatoes and okra, are 
all excellent combinations and may be made 
of either fresh or canned vegetables, Peas 
blend well with diced cooked carrots or 
chopped cooked celery. Equal parts of celery 
and white turnip cooked together make a 
palatable combination. Rutabaga turnips 
boiled with white potatoes and then mashed 
are liked by many people. Cooked cabbage 
and white potatoes fried together was an 
old-fashioned dish which used to be popular 
as “bubble and squeak.” Combinations of 
various greens give good results. To spinach 
and chard may be added sorrel, mustard, 
kale, parsley, cress, or dandelion, according 
to what it available. Sliced boiled sweet 
potatoes baked in layers with apples, and 
carrots combined with apples, offer two 
flavors new to many people. 

Where rats are troublesome, set out a 
cafeteria meal of small portions of different 
kinds of foods—meats, vegetables or fruits, 
and cereals, each poisoned with powdered 
barium carbonate, which is odorless and 
tasteless. The poison should be thoroughly 
mixed and worked into soft baits in the 

roportion of one part of the mineral to 
our parts of the selected food. Add water 
when necessary to make the baits moist. 
Sift the powder over sliced baits and rub 
it into them. The slices should be thin and 
should be moistened if necessary, Expose a 
teaspoonful or its equivalent of each of the 
three or more kinds of baits, in places fre- 
quented by rats. They may be placed on 
strips of paper or on boards, or in paper 
bags. Uneaten baits should be picked up the 
next morning and destroyed, and a new set, 
using different materials, should be prepared. 
Some of the materials rats will take are; 
Hamburg steak, sausage, fish, liver, bacon, 


bread, corn meal, flour, or cake. Kitchen 
scraps and garbage can be worked into the 
ration. Baits should be fresh and of good 
quality. While barium carbonate is a rela- 
tively mild poison, it should be kept out of 
reach of children and irresponsible persons, 
and from domestic animals and fowls. 


Reforestation Brings Old Spring to Life 


In the country surrounding Urania, La., 
writes Henry E. Hardtner to the Forest 
Service of the United States Department of 
Agriculture, it is impossible to get good 
water from wells, whether shallow or deep. 
The Strickland Spring 30 years ago was the 
main dependence of many families. The 
region in the vicinity of the spring has a 
sandy clay soil that is good pine land, and 
at that time was covered with a dense virgin 
forest of long-leaf pine. In the period 1898- 
1905 the timber was cut clean. Within a 
short time the spring was of little service, 
going dry periodically, In 1910 Mr. Hardtner 
Xegan reforesting the denuded lands, and 
by 1915 these lands were occupied by a com- 
plete stand of young trees. Since then the 
spring has come back. It now furnishes 
more water than ever before, and never fails 
even in periods of severest drought. 

On 28,000 acres of land it Urania, Mr. 
Hardtner is carrying out the oldest reforesta- 
tion contract in Louisiana. The area includes 
10,000 acres of cut-over long-leaf pine land, 
15,000 acres of brush woods (loblolly), and 
3,000 acres of swamp lands. The logging 
of this land was begun in 1890. Mr. Hardtner 
began sawmilling on it in 1896 and completed 

|the cutting of the merchantable timber in 
1913, It was in 1913 that he contracted 
with the State to devote the land for a period 
of 40 years to experimental timber growing, 
the State agreeing that the assessment on 
the property should remain constant during 
that period. A six per cent severance tax 
will be levied when the new growth of tim- 
ber is cut. 

Many experimental plots have been es- 
tablished on this land, expecially for study 
of rate of tree growth. The work has attracted 
much interest on the part of foresters, and 
for years each class graduated from the 
Yale Forest School has been brought to the 
Urania Forest fo® its spring camp work. 
Fire prevention has been practiced with a 
high degree of success, all bare areas have 
been reforested, and thinnings have been 
begun. Mr. Hardtner estimates that during 
the fifteen years that the contract has been 
in effect he has already cut from the area 
$6,000 worth of timber and has spent $25,000 
in caring for the forest. 

Big Increase in Use of Gas for Heating 
Houses 

The use of gas for heating homes in New 
England shows an increase of almost 50 
per cent over 1927, the total on October 
first (as reported by 68 companies repre- 
senting the bulk of the industry) being 3,366 
installations, against less than 2,300 at the 
same time the previous year. 

Massachusetts leads all other states in 
New England with a total of 2,260 installa- 
tions, the majority of which are located in 
Boston and Vicinity, Rhode Island is second 
with 630, New Hampshire has 127, Maine 
125 and Vermont 24. Three years ago there 
were less than 500 installations in the whole 
of New England. In 1926 the number had 
risen to 1,200, and in 1927 to nearly 2,300, 

The increasing use of gas for house heating 
has developed a monet different type of 
dwelling, by the incorporation, in the walls 
and roof, of insulating material designed 
to conserve every Camila heat unit for the 
purpose of keeping down the cost of heating.

New England’s Biggest Hydro-Electric 
Plant on Connecticut River 


in New England is now under way at Fifteen 
Mile Falls on the Connecticut River, be- 


a total of 300,000 HP will eventually be 
made available by the New England Power 
Association. 

This development is to be divided into 
two parts. The lower dam will be located 
between the towns of Barnet, Vermont, and 
Monroe, New Hampshire. It will be 170 
feet high, and is to be of the modified hy- 
draulic filled earth type, with a concrete 
spillway section on the Vermont side. The 
ower house will be located in the river bed. 
The dam will be about 2,300 feet long, with 
a maximum width of 1,000 feet at the bot- 
tom and 25 feet at the top. The reservoir 
created by this dam will be about eight 
miles long and will cover an area of 1,100 
acres, or approximately two square miles. 
Its_ total capacity will be approximately 
55,000 acre feet, or 18 billion gallons. Ap- 
proximately 1,200 tons of reinforced steel 
and 550,000 barrels of cement will be used 
in the construction of the dam, The power 
house will have four generators of 30,000 
KW capacity each, operating under a gross 
head of 168 feet. 

The upper development, which is located 
between the towns of Waterford, Vermont, 
and Littleton, New Hampshire, is to have a 
similar dam 175 feet high and about 3,300 
feet long. The reservoir will have a capacity 
of 73 1-2 billion gallons, or nearly twice 
the size of the Davis Bridge reservoir in 
Vermont. It will be 12 miles long. The power 
house is to have four units capable of generat- 
ing a total of 105,000 KW. 

Including the necessary transmission 
lines to Rranspoxt power generated to points 
of use, the development will represent an 
investment of approximately $40,000,000. 
A valuable by-product to the public of 
this development will be the control of the 
water level of the Connecticut River below 
this dam, It will have the effect of increasing 
the amount of water in the river at times 
of low water and of decreasing the height 
of floods, Already the development of similar 
dams lower down on the Connecticut River 
and on its tributaries has had a marked 
effect on the level of water at Holyoke and 
Springfield. During the great flood of 1927, 
the storage dams of the New England 
Power Association on the Deerfield River 
were responsible for the freedom from damage 
in that valley. 


Over Nineteen Million Telephones in 
United States 


On September 30th, 1928, the total tele- 
phones in use in the United States numbered 
19,052,000, an increase of 159,000 during 
the previous three months. 

At the same time, it is estimated that there 
are a total of 32,200,000 telephones in the 
world, of which 82 per cent, or 26,250,000, 
are capable of connection with any tele- 
phone in the Bell System. 

The telephones in the United States are 
connected by a total of 67,360,000 miles of 
wire, of which 92.4 per cent is in cable, and 
only 7.6 per cent in open wire. 

Plant and equipment used in this service 
have a value of $3,695,000,000, not including 
funds for working capital or other purposes, 
The average number of telephone con- 
versations per day during the year ending 
September 30, 1928, was 75,850,000.

Consequently the 
students’ education is often interrupted by 
work on the farms or periods of teaching. 

The labor of raising cotton, without the 
conveniences of modern agricultural ma- 
chinery is hard and laborious and all the 
members of the family are pressed into 
service. The reward of this labor comes only 
once a year when the cotton crop is har- 
vested. The mills aow being built in the 
South offer a new opportunity for work. 
The prospect of a week y wage is attractive 
but it atords a bare living with long hours 
of work and Miss Hardy ventured the opinion 
that it is questioned whether it is really an 
advancement in the lives of the people.

The question of cooperation among farmers 
is sufficiently broad to at once suggest man 
arguments both pro and con about thie 
much discussed Se There is enough 
good matter available to provide ample 
facts for a debate on the subject which would 
be most interesting to any group of people 
interested in farming. 

It is hoped that the ay brought out 
in this short paper may bring about a help- 
ful discussion as nearly everyone has ex- 
perience and ideas which have and will help 
the progress of agriculture through coopera- 
tion. 

In its broadest sense we must admit that 
cooperation among farmers has been a 
success. We know that by Senin with

loss statements of many farmer organiza 
tions which have been started in New England 


From a financial standpoint many co- 
less of financial loss their influence has been 
so far-reaching that it is fair to assume 
that experience gained from these failures 
has been of real value to New England 
agriculture as a whole. 

In analyzing the causes of failure among 
cooperative organizations purchasing sup- 
plies for their members, there are several 
outstanding and evident reasons for failure. 

1. They do not fill a need. In some cases, 
organizations have been started by over 
enthusiastic organizations where there was 
no function or work for it to perform, In 
such cases failure would be certain, due 
to lack of volume of business. In some cases 
there may be sufficient volume but the 
existing dealers may be handling the busi- 
ness as economically as could be expected. 

2. Improper management. This reason for 
failure may cover a multitude of sins, but 
includes chiefly, too high overhead ex penses 
for capital invested, labor, rent, delivery, 
ete., lack of sufficient volume of business 
necessary to support business and poor 
judgment in both buying and selling as 
well as lack of support and confidence by 
the members. 

3. Extension of too much credit. It is 
hard for the average person to realize 
that credit is a tangible and ever increasing 
cost going into any business. It means if 
you loan $1000 for one year at six per cent 
you get returns of $60 and if you borrow 
$1000 in form or money or goods, it is costing 
some one else $60 for the service. 

Figures from small grain stores in New 
Hampshire show they haye money owed 
them continuously of about $15,000. Before 
cooperations became active as they are at 
present this charge was taken care of by 
adding $10 to $15 per ton profit but with 
present margins of $1 to $6 per ton, it is 
plainly evident that the long-term creglits 
must be cut down if the business is to prosper. 

This is why a number of cooperatives 
who have tried to sell out small margins and 
extend long credits have found them- 
selves in bankruptcy. 

Cooperatives are not a cure-all but they 
have done much to help the farmer help 
himself. He has found he can often times 
haul his feed as cheaply or more cheagly 
than he can hire it done; he can finance his 
own purchase at a saving; he can get better 
goods for the same or less money by selective 
buying through his cooperative, 

The presence of a cooperative in a com- 
munity has a certain competitive value 
which tends to keep prices and quality of 
goods supplied by other dealers on a fair 
basis. 

The most outstanding successful caoperss 
tive buying organization in New England 
today is the Eastern States Farmers Exchange 
with offices at Springfield and mills at 
Buffalo, N. Y. They are buying for farmers 
of the Eastern states supplies valued at 
over seyen million per year and shipped 
nearly 700 carloads of grain from their 
mill in the month of November. : 

They are setting standards of quality and 
price which are hard to beat and have been 
of great service to thefarmersof New England 
They are particulacty active in connection 
with feeds, seeds and fertilizers, 

You are more or less familiar with the 
work of your own Essex County Cooperative 
association with headquarters at Topsfield. 

It has grown steadily for the past eleven 
years in service and profit, to the farmers 
of the county, The past year’s volume of 
business exceeded $375,000 and included 
grain, hay, straw, peat moss, seeds, seed 
potatoes, fertilizers, lime molasses, semi- 
solid buttermilk, motor oils and greases, 
tires and tubes, baskets, paint, fly sprays 
and farm accessories of many kinds. P 

This association is a stock company with 
paid-in capital of $27,000 and the last few 
years has supplied its members with best 
quality goods at fair prices and also paid 
five per cent dividends on capital and two 
per cent refund on purchases of members. 

We feel that the above figures demon- 
strate the fact that Essex Coat Coopera- 
tive association is successfully filling a need 
in the county and that its existence is justi- 
fied so long as it can continue to deserve 
your support and goodwill.

Da Vinci the greatest anatomist. A 
reason is to be found in the notebooks 
of the painstaking painter, sculptor 
and man of science, where about the 
beginning of the Sixteenth century he 
wrote: 

“In order to obtain an exact knowl- 
edge of these (his anatomical draw- 
ings) I have dissected more than ten 
human bodies, destroying all the varl- 
ous members and removing even the 
very smallest purticles of the flesh 
which surrounded the veins without 
causing any effusion of blood other 
than the imperceptible bleeding of the 
capillary veins. And, as one single 
body did not suflice for so long a time, 
it was necessary to proceed by stages 
with so many bodies as would render 
my knowledge complete; and this I 
repeated twice over to discover the 
differences.”

He worked some time in the harvest fields 
and at other work and then started alone 
over the trail from Great Falls, with Ballard- 
vale, Mass., his objective, on October 31. 
While passing through Iowa, he became a 
pal of another hiker, who has on his way 
east and he teamed up with George Auto 
for the long, tiresome hike across the con- 
tinent. Both have many interesting stories 
to relate in regard to the trip, the people 
they met and the country in general. They 
viewed Yellowstone National park, the 
petrified forest, and other interesting points 
en route. 

While in Whitehall, Montana, Mr. Good- 
win witnessed one of the big events of the 
season, the rodeo, and being a born sport, 
he entered in the contest and was given a 
horse to ride, and was thrown by the animal 
on the third jump. 

They secured work on ranches or in the 
harvest fields, when they needed funds for 
food. 

They slept in railway stations, in barns 
or sheds or on the open prairie. One night it 
was ten above zero when he slept in the open. 

During the entire journey, they saw no 
snow and in Southern Pennsylvania it was 
fine warm weather. 

Another hardship experienced was when 
they were going through the Alleghanies 
when it took them three days to travel forty 
miles, and as the farmers would not give 
them work or food during that time they 
existed on one loaf of bread and whatever 
frozen apples they could get along the road 
or highway. 

Some of the cities and towns visited in- 
cluded: Butte, Montana; Aberdeen, South 
Dakota; Mitchell, South Dakota; Sioux, 
Iowa; Rockford, Illinois; Fort Wayne, 
Indiana; Lima, Ohio; Pittsburgh, Pennsyl- 
vania; Philadelphia, Pennsylvania; Newark, 
New Jersey; Providence, Rhode Island; 
New York City and Boston. 

It was a wonderful trip which will long 
be remembered by both young men, who 
gained ten pounds in weight notwithstand- 
ing the strenuous hike and lack of food. 

Mr. Goodwin had $157 when he left Calais, 
Maine for the west and each hiker had ten 
cents when they arrived in Boston, Both 
Mr. Goodwin and Mr. Auto are now at the 
Lord Hen Farm, Lowell Junction.

But the new streak of civill- 
zation opened by the railway will 
change this Arcadian simplicity. The 
case of the Barretous valley will soon 
be settled by regulations and barbed 
wire.

“Recent employment statistics are en- 
couraging. They reflect the increase in general 
industrial and business activity that has 
occurred this Fall and Winter. For November 
1928, the level of employment in manufactur- 
ing industries was two per cent higher 
than the same month last year and payrolls 
were about five per cent higher. This means 
ca purchasing power. Indeed the excellent 

oliday trade which merchants everywhere 

have experienced was in no small measure 
caused by the recent better trend of employ- 
ment. We are entering the new year with 
a generally satisfactory employment situa- 
tion. 

“This does not mean, however, that our 
employment troubles are all over. On the 
contrary we are facing today one of the 
most serious problems in this connection 
that we have ever had to meet. I refer to the 
readjustment that must be made as workers 
are released from their jobs by the installa- 
tion of automatic and semi-automatic 
machinery, and by the introduction of other 
efliciency devices. It is indeed a tribute to 
the adaptability and initiative of American 
workmen in adjusting themselves to this 
situation, that we have not had before now 
an unemployment problem of staggering 
proportions despite our high rate of industrial 
production. 


The ‘Machine Made’ Unemployed 

“ According to Government figures, about 
2,000,000 jobs have been eliminated by 
machinery in the past seven years. We see 
this occurring in every phase of industry. 
For illustration, it takes only one man to do 
the work of forty in the production of open 
hearth steel. Again, where one hundred and 
twenty-six men were formerly required for 
loading pig-iron, one machine comes along 
and does the whole job. In the brick industry 
one machine can manufacture -about one 
hundred times as many bricks in a day as 
one man could make twenty years ago. 
We are producing three times as many 
automobiles as we were before the War, 
but the number of men employed is no 
greater. 

“T do not decry the use of machinery or 
efficiency devices in industry. In the long 
run they ‘will result in great progress and 
benefit to everybody, including the workers 
themselves. They tend to make production 
cheaper, and this saving in turn is passed 
along to consumers in the form of more 
goods at lower prices. Hence, our standard 
of living has been rising while this eliminat- 
ing process has been oing on; and it will 
continue to rise provided the readjustment 
process can be carried on in the future in an 
orderly manner.

NECESSITY OF DEVELOPING NEW INDUSTRIES 
TO MEET MACHINE-MADE UNEMPLOYMENT 


Those Turned Out of Work Have Been Absorbed in New Industries and Greatly Increased 
Distributing and Servicing Phases of Present Industries—More Work 
Needed Along Line of Vocational Guidance 


hundred other things unknown thirty years 
ago. We have an army of insurance agents, 
thousands of salesmen and _ canvassers, 
large finance companies with clerical staffs 
to handle instalment business, and so on 
through a wide range of activities that have 
been built up in the past few years, 
Use of Machinery EcOnomically Sound 
“T have said that fundamentally this 
replacement of men by machines is eco- 
nomically sound and desirable. That is 
because when we reduce the cost of pro- 
duction we release just so much capital 
that can be used in the establishment of 
new industries and new services. That is 
why things that we once considered luxuries 
are now considered necessities, because 
such capital has been employed in the pro- 
duction of these new things, while our 
buying habits have changed with our standard 
of living. Eventually these machines and 
efficiency methods, and new mechanical 
and chemical discoveries, will mean a shorter 
working week for everybody and possession 
of more of the comforts of life by the public 
at large. We must remember. however, that 
in the meantime this new scientific labor 
saving development goes on into these new 
fields causing additional displacement of 
workers, That has been the history of the 
automobile industry. Probably nine out 
of ten automobile garage mechanics at some 
time worked in an automobile factory. For 
a long time retail stores were untouched by 
the labor saving development, but today 
we see entering the automatic sales machine, 
the self-service store, and similar methods 
of cutting down labor costs. 


Need for Vocational Help 

“We can hardly name a phase of our 
business activity today, either in the office, 
factory, or store that is not being subjected 
to the closest examination to determine 
wherein labor saving machines or methods 
can be established. What we need in order 
to prevent our labor saving discoveries 
from throwing the employment situation 
out of balance is the development of new 
industries rapidly enough to take care of the 
released workers. We also need much more 
work along the line of vocational guidance 
in our schools and colleges; and we need 
more effective agencies to aid in adjusting 
the temporary unemployed to new jobs. 

“This is not merely an academic problem 
to be discussed at business men’s banquets 
and meetings of economic associations; it is 
a problem that requires constructive action 
by all those who have the continuance of 
our present prosperity at heart., An unbal- 
anced and fluctuating omployment situa- 
tion is nearly as bad as a general condition 
of unemployment caused i business de- 
pressions. Certainly serious maladjustment 
of emnploynent can create business depres- 
sion if it affects the purchasing power of 
any substantial proportion of our popula- 
tion. Business men have come to realize 
that steady work and good wages are the 
key to business prosperity: Much has been 
done toward eliminating seasonal shut- 
downs of plants through proper lanning 
of production and sales; all “aah much 
more remaing to be done in that direction. 
However, the need of the hour is for wide- 
spread education of both employers and

Graf Zeppelin Fuel Came from Louisville 
Kentucky 


The airship Graf Zeppelin which recently 
visited the United States did not use gaso- 
line for fuel in its motors. The fuel used is 
known as ‘‘ethane gas,” which has approxi- 
mately the same specific gravity as air, so 
that the supply of fuel does not add to the 
weight to be lifted by the airship, and neither 
does its use lighten the weight carried by the 
ship, obviating the use of water ballast to 
maintain “trim,” 

The gas used on the trip over was manu- 
factured in Germany, and the gas used on 
the return trip was manufactured by the 
Louisville Gas and Electric Company of 
Louisville, Kentucky, from natural gas, by 
a fractionating process. Approximately one 
million cubic feet were manufactured and 
shipped from Winchester, Kentucky, to 
Lakehurst, New Jersey, on October 31st. 

The Louisville Gas and Electric Company 
treats natural gas for the production of 
gasoline, and experiments showed that the 
by-product gas remaining after treatment 
contains from 40 per cent to 50 per cent of 
ethane content. By means of fractionating 
or separating apparatus constructed for the 
purpose, the million cubic feet of ethane 
gas were produced from approximately 
three million cubic feet of the Hy Hediiee gas. 

The kind of gas used by the Zeppelin on 
the trip over is a product of the manufactured 
gas industry in Germany, and the ethane 
produced in this country from natural gas 
very closely approximates the German 
product in character and contains a some- 
what higher heat content.

Nothing contributes so much to the 
outside appearance of a house as appropriate 
plantings about it. The best locations for 

lant groups, says a horticulturist of the 

. S. Department of Agriculture, are the 
most prominent points, usually the front 
corners of the house or nereet or a la 
bare wall unbroken by windows, where the 
larger or more conspicuous plants should 
be used. At the entrance steps or angles in 
the house the smaller plants look well. Under 
the windows of a long wall use plants that 
will grow only as high as the window sills.
